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COLOUR CURE FOR INSANITY. 

The theory that coloura exert au 
iiifliieuco ou Lraiii cliHousos iu being 
practically teated iu Italy, with most 
extraordinary results. A certain Dr. 
Ponza gives an account of some suc- 
cessful experiment .s recently tried upon 
l^hmatios at an asylum for the insane at 
Alessandria, Italy. The > following 
iuHtnucea were cited as illustrations of 
the treatment and its efl'ects:— "A 
taciturn and melancholy lunatic, who 
rarely ate of his own accord, was made 
to lie down in a room with red glass 
windows and the walls jminted rod. 
In three hours he was lively and gay 
and asked for food. Another patient 
was accustomed to pass the day with his 
hands contracted over bis mouth, to 
keep out poisoned air. He lay down 
for a time in the same red room. The 
following day ho nta lieartily, and from 
tha:} time forth was cured. A violent 
maniac, for whom a strait jacket was 
necessary, was kept in a room with 
blue glass and walls ;in an hour ho was 

^ much calmer. Anotlior mad person 
was cured by being kept in a violet 
room. Dr. Ponza considers that the 
treament might be applied in various 
cares of nerve-disense, such aB chorea, 
hysteria, epilepsy, &. ; hut he thinks 
the violet |i!olour adapted to give the 
best results. It is known to have a 
very marked ioilueuco on animals 
and plants; the former fatten rapidly 
in violet light; and plants, under a 
cover of ▼iolet glass, grow with an un- 
wonted ivigour. Following Seechis' 
advice, Dr. Ponza constructs his 
coloured chambers with an eastern or 
southern exposure.' These reports seem 
incredible, yet there is probably a 
foundation for them in the soothing 
influence OQ the brain and nervous sys- 

y. tem of subdued colours and softened 
lights. 

Photographs In War- 



A London correspondent writes:— 
It will be remembered that at the 

seige of Paris the beleaguered mana- 
ged to communicate with their friends 
outside by moans of pigeons, which 
carried minute photographs of private 
letters or public journals. This idea 
has now boon expanded, and micro- 
photography is likely come into 
very general use in war. Mr. Baden 
Pritchard, one of the principal officers 
•if the chemical department of the 
"Woolwich Ar.senal laboratory , has just 
received from Paris, where he Las been 
investigating a process said to bo por- 
feot for the production of maps and 
pl^^s on a minnte scale and of no ap- 
preciable weight. But the French op- 
erator makes the photographs quite 
unnecessarily small, so thut it requires 
a complicated iui(;ruS(,'upo of , high 
power toreadthoiu. ^Ir. Baden^Pritch, 
ard proposes, seeing that to double 
the size of photographs will still 
leave their weight les.s than three 
grainH, to employ only a magnifying 
gloHS of low power, ThiiH in liis curtonche- 
box or in his \)ino(niiar case an officer 
may carry tiny maps of all Europe, 
which may be sUuIiod by being simply 
slid into a small magnifier something 
like a collapsing Hterooscopo, only, of 
course, with but ono gliiss. The ma- 
terial employed for the maps is gela- 
tine, tanned by alum, then washed 
with colodion and castor oil. It is 
virtually leather, perfectly transparent, 
smooth, llexiljlo, waterproof, imper- 
vious to heat or cold, and, ns I have 
Huid, of liardly any weight, so tliat the 
ataff maps of all Europe would not 
woiglL'an ounce or occupy a space 
greater than three inches by half an 
inch. They will probably be adopted 
in our service in the course of the 
current year. 

Annual Tuainino ok tiik Militia —

The Cavalry, OarriHon Artillery, I'higin 
eers, RillcH and Infantry, in the ]}rnn- 
ortion authorized for each military 
district, drill for eight days at such 
time as may suit the convenience of 
the' corps, provided the drill is com-

An Agricultural Exhibition. 

We do not know whethor such a 
thing could be arranged for, but, it 
would be desirable that a good Agri- 
cultural Exhibition should take place 
during the presence of Lord Dufferin 
here. Perhaps a suitable show might 
be organized, if we all pulled together, 
and both country aud towns took some 
pride in the matter. The agricultural 
sbowB in Victoria have not lately been 
up to the mark, but wo must frankly 
any that this has not been from any 
fault of the farmers. The truth is that 
the people amongst us who ought to 
take an interest in such matters, hold 
back aud do nothing. It is a great 
mistake to suppose that an annual 
farmers' ahow depends entirely for its 
BUOceSB upon farmers themselves. 
They, of oourse, must furnish the pro- 
duce, but having done that, and hav- 
ing given time and money to get their 
exhibits upon the ground, we think the 
farmers of Yictoria District may fairly 
expeot, at least on the occasion of an 
annual show, that the people of Vic- 
toria shall heartily work with them 
and dine v?ith them afterwards. 
About ten citizens dined at the farmers' 
dinner last year. It should be re- 
membered that our country populatioa 
is necessarily a scattered one at pre- 
sent, and that it is no easy matter to 
arrange for an effective co-operation 
among farmers in a country where 
there are few men of distinctive station 
or rank to take the lead, naturally, in 
such matters. It must be dishearten 
ing for a farmer to bring his best pro- 
duce to town for exhibition and to 
find that the citizens take no interest 
in the sbovr. A few citizens with eye- 
glasses — men who scarcely know one 
vegetable from auotber, and have not 
the smallest conception of the cares 
and anxieties of a farmers life, walk 
round the show to criticise 'and com- 
ment. They then go home without 
attending the farmers' dinner, and af- 
terwards sneer at the whole exhibition 
as a pitiful attempt. The farmer, for 
his part, goes home with half the heart 
taken out of him, so far as Bbows are 
ooncetned. He naturally takes no 
trouble about the next annual show, 
and then the local newspapers be- 
gin .to lament the decay of farming en- 
tarpme in the province, and call upon 
that universal deity whom the weak 
worship— namely the Government — 
to put matters right. The fault is 
with the people themselves. In this, 
as in other matters, in this singular 
community every man is a critic — the 
easiest of all trades — and not one in 
twenty is an organizer or a worker. 
The agricultural show and dinner in 
Victoria should bu, every year, the 
groat event of the autumn. The Lieut. - 
Governor and everybody should be at 
both. There need be no great expense 
at the dinner, good beef and ale, good 
songs and speeches, and a hearty au- 
tumn meeting between town and coun- 
try are what we want. There is no 
difficulty about the matter; it only re- 
quires a little push and management 
under persons with clear perceptions 
and strong wills. Our contemporary 
suggests that the Dufferin Commitee 
should take the agricultural show mat- 
ter in hand. We should imagine that 
the Du£ferin Committee and all its 
sub-committees have quite enough in 
hand at present. Would it not be fair 
that the venerable editor of the 'Stan- 
dard' himself and some of his hench- 
men should have an opportunity of 
sho'.ving their own powers of organiz- 
ing and administering in connection 
with a Farmers' Show and Dinner '! 
The only diflioulty is that their vast 
powers could not easily get a cluuico 
of exercise, for they all are ho unpop- 
ular in the country diHtrict.s that the 
farmers would not exhibit n carrot on 
their recommendation . Wo recom- 
mend the farmers to give our worthy 
<>ditoriiil friend and those other per- 
sons a chonco of steering the agricul- 
tural boat, but we think at the same 
time, it will bo well if an old boats- 
wain is somewhere near the tiller. The 
boat may bo upset. "Who are the 
critics?" says Mr. DiHrneli in Lothair 
— "those who have failod in literature 
and art."

At tlia Golden city they will em- 
bark on a British mm-of-war for British 
Columbia whoro they will roinain about 
tlifeo weeks. His Eioelloncy .says thut 
tho journey is not one uf rt|)t!tMal oOloiul 
import being merely a iirov incud tour to 
examine tho intornal wurkiug uf tho Brit- 
ish Columbian provincu and to adjust 
Huch mottera of goverumt.iit policy n.s may 
raqulre his decision. 

The Situation. 

The London Morning Post in an article 
of recent date discusses tho I'.ttitudo of 
the Dominion Crovornniont towards this 
Province and says " ll is satisfactory to 
llnd from tho .st.itonumt of tho Under 
Hecrotarj, that Brilisli Columbia has not 
bean tempted to iimko domauda for 'se- 
cession.' British Columbia has always 
been noted for its loyalty aud attachment 
to England, and tiiosis fooling-s will kcop 
it, no doubt, from striving for wliat pos- 
sibly might bo bost for it.s intorosts. but 
Canada should not calculato and work on 
these feelings too much. If British Co- 
lumbia is to bo a contented member of 
the DominioD, it mnst be fairly treated. 
It is to be hoped that Lord Dafferin's 
visit to tho provinco will bo tho means of 
bringing aljout a satisfactory arrango- 
mont between it and Canada. However, 
it will be fatile to expect that British Co- 
lumbia can be satisfied until Cauwln po;- 
forma her engagements, and, judging 
^om the past, there seems bat little rea- 
son to look for fair treatment and adher- 
ence to agreements at tlio hands of the 
proseht Canadian Government, unless tho 
pressure of public nnd ollicial opinion in 
England be brought to boar upon them."

Mr. Humphreys' Meeting at Cedar 
Hill. 

Wo have already laid before our readers 
on impartial report of this affair and 
now i)ropo8o to give them tho details ac- 
cording to promise. As far as Mr. Hum- 
phreys is concerned hia opening addrose 
was very little more than a repetitiijn of 
the speeches previously rojiorted and as 
thoso have been already laid before tho 
public onco or twico and thoroughly dis- 
cussed also by .this time, it is BCarcDly 
necessary to go olo.ioly over tho same 
ground again. 

Mr. Humphreys commenced by giving 
his audience his views as to the power of 
a Premier to remove his colloagnos and 
tho limits within which that power ought 
to be oxorcisod as to malfeaaauco iu of- 
fice, iucoinpotouco, etc., none of whioh ho 
cousidorod biniaelf to bo guilty of, and 
referred his hearers to the clerks in his 
olllce and to the oitizons with whom ho 
had done business, who he was sure would 
all give him a good obaraol^r. Failing 
these or other reasons of state (and none 
of tho charges recited had been made 
against him) ho (Humphreys) thought 
tho loader of a government had no right 
to discharge a meuiber of his Cabinet for 
more wUim when that man might be of 
signal use to the country, aud ha was 
astonished at his conduct. He described 
as before the offer of tho Indian Commis- 
sionorship and his own refusal of it, This 
was followed by tho assertions respect- 
ing tho spoakor homg one of the only two 
persons who understood tho Radway 
question, etc. (A])phuiso.) Mr. Elliott 
bad replied that he thought himself 
and his colleague understood it (piito as 
well as Mr. Humidirovs and porliaps a 
little bettor. ( ILvir, hoar. ) Ho (Mr.H.) 
(lescril)od tUo circumstances connected 
with his resignation and his indignation 
at the leaving of the letter requesting him 
U> resign at the Metropolitan in tho same 
strain as at previous meetings. In his 
opinion a Cabinet Council ought to have 
been.oalled to discuss such a subject as 
tho dismissal of a Minister. (Cheers and 
lauglitor.) Had this been done and pro- 
per reasons given ho (Mr. H.) would have 
been glud to resign. Mr. HumphreyB 
then branched ofl' to tho accusation against 
Dr. Tolmie. [Tho Poctor hero admitted 
that ho cousidorod Mr. Smiths a better 
man for tho position, which was received 
wit h che(<rs. J Mr. Humphreys was glad 
to hoar him admit this, and again enlarg- 
ed on the wrong done to tho district by 
bis colleague in attempting to deprive it 
of a (Jabinet Jliuister as iti roprosentative. 
He said Dr. Tolmio had expressed his op- 
pro val of his coarse after the Bession was 
over. [Dr. Tolmic denied this point- 
blank, and Mr. Crary came forword and 
said ho bad heard Dr. Tolmio say so. j 

Dr. Tolmie naiil in rejjly to Mr. Orary 
You must rememlior that when you were; 
canvassing for myself and Humphreys I 
gave you clearly to understand that I did 
not think Mr. Humphreys a safe politi- 
cian. What I said to you must have been 
that during the session I had got on 
smoothly w ith Humphreys. I have said 
■o to others. 

Some further sparring occurred on this 
point, Mr. Humphreys mentioning other 
persons as witnesses. He then proceeded 
on purely local topics in which he tried 
to show that a great deol more might have 
boon done in tho district had suflioiont 
energy b(^on shown by his colleague. He 
then critici/.od Dr. Tolmie's letter in the 
Colonist, aad said thut if nothing worso 
could be alleged against a man at his 
time of life than was to be found there 
he considered that he (Mr. H.) was a 
pretty goud sort of man. Mr. Humph- 
reys then went on to desoribo a meeting 
hold sovon joars ago in tho Colonist 
building. Mr. DeCoHuios took the speak- 
er thoro and it appeared to be a sort of 
Quaker's meeting or a funeral. All sat 
silent until at last some plucky individu- 
al arose and made a speech in favor of 
annexation. After listening to assertions 
that San I'^rancisco capitalists wore will- 
ing to pay largo suiij.s of money to any- 
one who should Bucceod in handing over 
Vanoouver Island to the United Stato.-j, 
ho (Mr. H.) rose in his turn and told 
them they were all liable to arrost thoro 
and then, even for listening quietly to 
snohtreoson. On tho Speaker flnishinghis 
address. Mr. DoCosmoH jiointod out Dr.Tol- 
mie t'l him and said Telmie would like to 
snap Humphreys bond ofl", and, added 
Mr. Humphreys, this is the first timo 1 
ever saw an honorable (colleague. Do- 
Oosmos could prove this. [Laughter, dur- 
ing which Dr. Tolmie called on Mr.- De- 
Cosmos to come forward and confirm or 
deny this, ami subso(inently wont outside 
and asked Mr. DeCosiuos, iu tlie presence 
of 5lr. W. Wilson, to coino in and refute 
it; but i\Ir. DoCo.smos decliued to como 
in nnd said that the story of tho meeting 
was mostly bo.sh.) Huni])liroy8 then wont 
on, amidst cries of no! no! laughter and 
applause, to (leery the ability of his col- 
leagues, especially on tho Kaihvay ques- 
tion, nobody except Mr. Smitho now be- 
ing left iu the Ministry who wasacquaint- 
I'd with it. He doubted if the others had 
read a tithe of the dispatohen relating to 
it. 

Hon. Mr. l''.]liolt hero askeii what Mr. 
Humphreys had to say about tho Deben- 
tures a topic which he appoarad to hove 
avoided all through his speech. 

Mr. Humphreys —What part of tho Do- 
ben lures V 

Mr. HUiott-Any part of thein, toll all 
you know sir. I don't want to ho thrown 
out of the window, Ijiil 1 should like to 
hoar all you eao say onthiaBubieot.where 
there are plenty to proteot me from out- 
rage, [Cheers and laughter, amidst which 
Mr. HuinphroyH accuBod Mr. Elliott of im- 
portinonco and dnidinod to answer hia 
quoatioii on tho ground that ho was not 
ono of bis constituents. J Mr. Elliott ac- 
cused Humphreys of cowardice in with- 
holding tho information. Tho feeling of 
the meeting soomud at this point to be 
against Humphreys, who wont on to de- 
Rcribo tho Brown episode much as boforo, 
with the old running aocomi)aiiiinent of 
bad language, and as ho hero admitted 
in answer to Mr. Elliott who hoped for 
his (Humphrey's) sako that the papora 
had reported him bailly, that tho state- 
ments in them woro substantially correct, 
it is not nocossary to go into thorn again. 
Siid ho would havo kicked Mr. Elliott out 
of his ofllco on such an application being 
inndo to him had he not wished to havo 
souiotliiiig to:iay on tho niil road question. 
(Ciieors and mIiooIs of derision. Laugh- 
ter.) Mp. Hum[)liroyn doolinod to answer 
Dr. Tolmie's lottor, but g(iva a long story 
about his adventures ou tho Mainland 
with tho «10() eolloetod tc defray his ox- 
ponsoa to oppnue Walkeiu's Mission uiul 
a somewhat bragging account of his ilo- 
fcat of his old colleague Saul at Lillooot 
and tho money it cost. When oornorod 
by Dr. Tolmio, who asked i^Mi^'S*'** 
^9 4pD7 I^avio^ spoken tq ^\m\ ^oi 



ing to tho Mainland to oppose Walkom's 
mission' to England, and oil'ering 
to go if tho money was found 
for his expanses. Ho denied it. After 
some more bluster about the railroad, a 
question asked by a voter about the 
debentures brought on an ossertion that 
ho had done his best to sell them at par and 
could havo dono so but for opposition 
from quarters where ho did not expect it. 
Ho had tried to sell them in tho Province, 
and had thoso who ought to have assisted 
him left him alo.uo, and tho friends of his 
colleagues with whom thuy aro every day 
to bo Boeii and who own them body and 
soul left him alono, he could have suc- 
oeo.lod in keeping tho interest on deben- 
tures in tho Pp-oviuca. He could havo 
sold all that were left at par in England. 
Iu answer to a (juestion ho said ho believ- 
ed Dr. Tolmie had tried to got tho Com- 
mitsionership for himself. Ho (Mr. H.) 
would not bo a member of a Goverumont 
who wore owued by improper men. 

Dr. Tolmie was satisfied that Mr. Hum- 
phreys had mistakou bin profession; be 
would never bo a politician, but would 
mako a good pottifoggor. [Mr. Humph- 
reys — I did not como here to squabble. ) 
Dr. Tolmio went on to deny ho had over 
ad'vocatod annexation, aud called ou Mr. 
W. Wilson to speak respecting various 
conversations tbey had had together on 
such matters. He had been charged two 
years ago attlie Uoyal Oak by the editor 
of the Slandard witli tho samo thing ami 
refuted it. In tho hitter part of May, 
1871, Humphreys had talked of his ox- 
porieuao and ropresuntod himself as the 
proper mon to go to the Mainland ami 
countoraot Walkem's mission to Eugliuul 
if tho money wi^ro forthcoming and he (Or. 
Tolmie) wislied ho ciuihl speak as well us 
Mr. Hniui)hrev.s. In allusi(jn to the re- 
marks of Mr. llumphreys resijceting the 
])r<jper course to bo taken for the removal 
of a Cabinet Minister, the Doctor said ho 
folt sure after what he had hoard that Mr. 
Humphreys had misbehaved himself suf- 
ficioully to justify it (laughter). IiOling- 
ing in bar-rooms till all hours in the 
morning and speaking (jf his colleagues 
as ".snuozers" ho (Dr. Tolmie) considered 
as ample causo, as it was considerably liko 
"undermining one's colleagues." Ho 
thought Mr. Elliott had deidt very fair- 
ly with Humphreys in otl'ering him the 
Uominissiouership, and if Humphreys 
had been a sensibli; man ho would have 
taken it and taken himself olV (laughter). 
Ho had undorstood that Mr. Humph rey.s 
bad expressed a wish to get out of poli- 
ties as lung ago as tho formation of the 
Ministry, was surprised to hear of his re- 
fusal aiid thonght ho would live to be 
Borry for it. He thought Mr. Sraitho a 
better man for the Ministry and was glad 
of his uppointinont. As to the tJommis- 
Hionorship he had tried to get it, but 
withdrew and interested himself in favor 
of Mr. Mclvinlay, who was the bost man 
for the position. In conclusion ho called 
upon all to resoiwe their judgment on the 
(piestion beforo them. 

Mr. VeriKui, in answer to a voter, said 
that he had introduced a motion in rcfor- 
oneo to the railway (luestion last session, 
but when he found tbat it was tho opinion 
of tho three lawyers in the Houbo that 
any resolution of tho kind might imperil 
tho Railway altogether, ho had withdraw 
it. What tho country wanted was tho 
commoncomont of the work in some di- 
rection, and ho was perfectly willing to 
abide by the decisi m at which Lord Car- 
narvon might arrive. Tho whole (pies- 
was eiitiroly out of their hands. 

Mr. Elliott, after asking leave to speak, 
said ho hocl coma to the meeting in con- 
sequence of statements which ajipoarcd 
in tho ixqiers aud which were wide of the 
truth, and bad only apj)oarod to uiiswor 
(juestions relating to tho aforesaid stato- 
ments. Respecting tho Brown affair the 
$400 ho got was for expen es at the rate of 
3 1 Upor day whilst traveling,and he thought 
it likoly Mr. Brown would refund it if 
illegal. Ho said Mr. Hnmphroys bad 
himself f(mnd a precedent for tho pay- 
ment in the case of Mr. Holbrook. 

Mr. Humphreys here denied finding a 
precedent for paying the money; it was 
l)aid by tho deputy. (Cries of "Oh, oh! 
shame to put it off on the deputy.") 

Mr. Elliott continuing said Mr.Brown's 
money was paid by clieque, and if that 
cheque had not boon signed by the Ei- 
nanco Minister (in this case Mr. Humph- 
reys) tho Bank of British Columbia would 
never have cashed it. It was useless for 
Mr. Humphreys to deny his responsibi- 
lity in this matter; the cheque could bo 
soon at the bank. In tho case of Mr. 
H(dbrook, it was true, no voucher existed 
as it hod been torn up by Mr. Walkem, 
but a record of tho payment of the money 
could be seen iu the public account 
books, 

Dr. Ash bi;re raised a quibble respect- 
tho anieunt, whicb he said was only ?;l!UO. 

Mr. Elliott, roHuming, fluid respecting 
thej debentures on wliich the heaven- 
born Finance Minister and Provimiial 
Rothschild had so mu(di to say at other 
jjlaces, ho had refusL'd cents on tlie 
dollar for them, and as to tho talk al)out 
the ''mysterious party" he would ask if it 
was fair to say simply because be habitu- 
ally associated with somoono that there- 
fore that someone was a thief, and ho (Mr. 
Elliott) was another. He denied that any- 
one bad "aiipruached" him, and as it was 
no Cabinet sei'ref he challenged Mr. 
Humphreys to toll who the party alluded 
'to was. I Mr. Humphreys made no sign. J 
Respecting tbi^ Inland Bail way be (Mr. 
Elliott) h(>ld his promise sacred that no 
now tonus soould lio accepted without an 
appeal to the jioople. 

Iu reply to a question whether Mr. El- 
liott had any dispatch from Canada on tho 
railway question, ho answered "no. ' 

;Mr. Humplneys resuming accused the 
Chief Commissioner of introducing a ro- 
aolution in tho interests of the Mainland, 
and thou in deference to the legal opinion 
of the House ho withdrew tho resolution, 
thereby sacrilicing tho iuterosts of tho 
Mainland. How can you expect such a 
person to maintain tho welfare of the 
oouiitry. Did not know much about Mr. 
Elliott, but felt sure that two of his Miu- 
iht(U-s would vote against tho Carnarvon 
termn, l)ecause they incliidod the Islund 
Railway, and because they wanted a lump 
sum of money in oompousation, most of 
which would be expended on the Main- 
land. (( Jroat uproar.) 

Mr. Vernon denied ever paving made 
.any hucIi af-smtion. 

Dr. Ash— Yes, sir, 

Mr. Vernon said it was of no use to talk 
bore; somo puoplo seemed to havo no re- 
gard for their words whatever. Ho had 
never thought it worth while to discuss 
any pnlitical subject with Dr. Ash, and 
had never si)okon to him throo timoa-as 
he had bofori^ ronmrked the Railway ques- 
tion was entirely out of our hands- with 
roforenoo to tho' appvopjriotiou (oi' Victor- 
ia Districti to wlych Mr. Humph.-eys had 
referred, botwaon four and five thouinnd 
put pf the tea tbwsand voted watt already 



under contract, and tho romaiudor would 
bo oxpeiulod before tho House mot. Ten- 
ders would havo already been called for 
only for the delay caused by Mr. Hum- 
phreys attempting to create a feeling 
against Mr. Nioholson'in^ordbf "to mako 
way for apolitical friend of his own from 
Lilliott District iiamod Hampaou. Mr, 
Sampson is a Ktraiiger iu tha District, but 
since bis employment has dono somo ex- 
ccillent work. As far as ho had boon able 
to judgf^ ho oousidered him hotter suited 
to act as a f(jremau in charge of a party 
than to discharge tho duties of a superiu- 
taudont. In a hurried tour through tho 
District he had found no general com- 
plaint ogainst Nicholson, and consider- 
ing that ho had boon employed some 14 
years as suporintondontand was thorough- 
ly con vorsant with his duty, hodoemo(lit 
would bo an act of gross injustice to di«- 
chargo him, so long as he did his duty, in 
order to oblige Mr. Humphreys. He, at 
all ovonts, was not going to do so. Ho 
merely alluded to this booauao com- 
plaints about road work not having boon 
begun sooner was ono of tho Bubjoots upon 
which Mr. Uumphroys was ondeavoriug 
to ingratiate himself with tho electors of 
this District at tho oxpouso of Dr. Tolmio. 
Mr. Sampson was unable to. draw plans 
and specifications in such a form that the 
work could bo i)ut np to tender upon, 
though an excellent workman ;and though 
ho had wished to oblige Mr. Humphreys 
as much o j possible, ho considered it his 
duly to havo ooinpetont men as superiii- 
teiuliMits, even at tho risk of ollouding 
Mr. Ilumpiiroys, who had his own do- 
I)ariment to attend to, but vho seemod 
rather partial to the Lands and Works. 
Tlio only wish ho had in the matter was 
to give satisfaction to the inhabitants of 
every district. Ho regretted to think 
that Mr. Humpliroys seemed to imagine 
that his first duty as a Miiiistor was to 
kooij in the good gracus of somo of his 
constituents and that the country at largo 
was (juite a secondary consideration; and 
this was coiilirmod by the course puraiiod 
by him after the Estimates were framed, 
Mr. Humphreys persuaded several other 
members to join in a deputation, to re- 
(pioat that, unknown to tho rest of oi.r 
Mupportors or of the members of tlio 
House, a ver^ considerable sum Bhould 
bo expended in their several districts, over 
and above the amounts placed ou the Es- 
timates and notiiing to be said about it. 
By a reference to the Estimates it will bo 
seen that tlioy were framed entirely in 
proportion to tho requiremouts of tho 
country and that without the idea of favor- 
one and neglecting another; and' yet, 
Mr. Humphreys, who was aOabinet Minis- 
ter at tho timo, wUo must have known the 
straits in which the country was plac- 
ed for want of money and whoso duty 
was first towards his country wished tho 
Government to act with duplicity and get 
further in debt, out of which six months 
of his ability as FiDance Minister has 
failed to relieve us. It need scarcely ba 
stated his proposals wore rejected. Ho 
had como this evening with the intention 
of listoning and answering (jUOBtiona if 
any wero i)ut to him aud ho could not 
help exjiressing his surprise that any ono 
who had been a Minister of the Crown and 
from whom he-had expected to have heard 
a calm dispassionate statement of his 
wrongs in a dignified manner, should 
have condoscendcd to mako personal al- 
lusions roapocting an absent member of 
tho Cabinet in order to create a laugh, or 
should havo deliberately made a series of 
misstatements, and should havo occupied 
the time of the audience with such trifling 
talk diliverod in a noisy tom])ostuoU8 man- 
ner which some might mistake for elo- 
([uonco. He felt surprised himself and 
believed tho audience protient folt surpris- 
od oIdo. 

Mr. Elliott wag asked why tho Railway 
resolutions ho had laid boforo the Hoose 
were withdrawn. Mr.Elliott replied that 

no resolution were laid before the Honso. 

Dr. Ash had a question on tho Drydock 
which he withdrew. 

Mr. Hum;)hreys rose and declared him- 
self proud of the trick by wuich he had 
attempted to secure an extra 85,000 for 
his District, it was on old trick. He had 
doiu liiH cluof duty which was to get 
money exi)eiuled in his own district. 

Mr. Humphreys in i^nswor to Dr. Tol- 
mie respecting charges mado against him 
made statements which woro denied by 
Messrs. Elliott and Vernon. 

Dr. Tolmio hero moved a resolution as 
follows: 

Resolved: That the voters of Victoria 
District pr(jpor, not having fully heard 
and considered both sides of the impor- 
tant questions at issue between tho Hon. 
T. B. llum])hreys and Dr. Tolmie, decline 
expressing any oijinion until all parties 
concerned shall havo had tho fullest op- 
l)urtunily of placing bofora the public 
their respective i^tittements. 

Mr. 11 uniphroys did not know whether 
Mr. Elliott bad been offered a judgeship. 

Mr. I'dlidtt proposed that this question 
should bo put to him ; ho would say ho 
had not boeii otrored it nor had he sought 
it. 

Mr. HumjihroyB said he was prepared 
to resign and contest the district with Dr, 

Tolmie. 

A re.Holution in omendment moved by 
Mr. Merrimuu and Bccondod by Mr. Fitz- 
allau eudoruiug tho uotion of Mr. Hum- 
phreys and extending a renewal of oonfl- 
denco, was carried amidst mtioh confu- 
sion. 

Meeting adjonrDed, A great portion of 

the audience including the Ministers left 

before tho resolutions were brought for- 
ward.

The girls body terribly bruised, 
hor jaw broken, and her forelock 
wounded by a heavy blow. She ia not 
expected to live. 

St. Loois, August 1. — The Hiber- 
nia Bank closed to-day, and will go 
into liquidation. Stockholders lose 
about half; others will be paid in full.

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, August 1. — Vaccina- 
tion at tho health office waa stopped 
to-day, the sup^ily of virus having been 
entirely used up. Tlie cases reported 
increase daily in number, sixteen be- 
ing recorded yesterday, six of whom 
are Chinamen, and fourteen thisf^ 
morning, all white. There wore six 
deaths ■ yesterday. The recent ar- 
rangements by which the Chinese are 
furnished with a house exclusively for 
their use near the pest-house, has had 
a favorable effeot in inducing them to 
rejjort cases in their quarter, which 
have hitherto come to light only in 
cftse death ensued. A portion of the 
Chinese companies now seem to make 
an honest effort to bring all cusea to 
the notice of the health ofhce.

EUllOPE. 

London, August 1, — The Brighton 
stakes were won by Chancellor, Mate sec- 
ond, Cato third. 

Raousa, Aug 1. — The Turkish lost in a 
recent battle at Treburg. Selin Pasha 
was killed and Osman Fasha taken pris- 
oner. Two colonels, three" lieh'tehaiit 
eolonel's sovon majors, and from 5,000 to . 
0,000 men, including two battalions of in- 
fantry aud ono of Cassourors, were des- 
troyed to tho last man. All the Battal- 
ions engaged Buffered, A number of 
Turkish inferior ofBoers were killed. A 
strong pursnit was continued to the walls 
of Balke. The corpses were thick in the 
road before tho citidel, besides artillery 
and trains. The Montanogrins oaptiired

Although Mr. Booth 
has not applied for his dischargo, his 
creditors havo virtually given him ono, 
as all of them sold thoir olaima to frieDc||l 
of bis. A dividend of 5Ji per Qeilt. has 
been paid. His paintings were sold by 
the assignee fos §1,350; stage property, 
S3, 000; library ond private theatrical 
wardrobe, $1,350. Tho estate of Oakes 
Ames had a eecurod claim of §1000,000, a 
fifth mortgage ou Booth's Theatre, in this 
city.
